Public health nursing service was provided for the 
residents of the Town of Searsmont during the year 1969.

Two child health conferences were held in Sears- 
mont for the children from the Towns of Searsmont, Bel- 
mont and Morrill. This service gives children who are 
not under the care of a private physician an opportunity 
to be examined by a physician and to receive any immuni- 
zations against disease which might be necessary. 
Twe ity-three children were examined by Meldon Collins, 
D. ©., of Liberty. The pre-school age children who had 
not inished their series of immunizations were invited 
to «ltend an immunization clinic held at Searsmont 
Sche 51. 

lealth services in the school included the hearing 
and vision screening tests administered by the health 
committee members. Mrs. Ruth Killeen, R. N. retested 
children when indicated. Four direct referrals were made 
by your nurse to the Division of Eye Care and Special 
Services where the children received an eye examination 
and treatment. 

An immunization clinic for the schoo! child was held 
on April 25, 1969 with forty-nine children participating.

During the year ending October 31, 1969, nurses 
employed by, or under contract with our agency, made 
8726 visits to the homes of people in Lincoln, Knox and 
Waldo Counties. Most of these individuals were covered 
under Medicare Titles XVIII and XIX. However, during 
this year, we first began to accept any home-bound indi- 
vidual who, under orders of a physician or an osteopath, 
required the services of a nurse. 

The State’s Health Department public health nurses 
also have been making home visits to the sick and we 
understand that Jast year the Town of Searsmont ap- 
propriated funds for public health nursing to be paid 
to the State Health Department. We are enclosing a 
copy of the memorandum which was sent to you last 
January by Dr. Dean Fisher, Commissioner of Health 
and Welfare of the State Welfare Department, the State 
nurses during the past year have been turning over their 
home visits to our agency. 
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Therefore, we would like to request that this year 
your public health nursing appropriation be made avail- 
able to the Mid-Coast Home Health Agency. We would 
then be able to handle home nursing cases in the Town 
of Searsmont regardless of the patient’s age or financial 
circumstances. The usual charge for home-health visits 
would be made but the fee would be based upon the 
individual’s ability to pay.

Regional, private non-profit organizations are de- 
veloping in parts of the state for the purpose of providing 
a variety of health services. At the present time most of 
these agencies are providing or intend to provide home 
health services as they are defined in the ‘‘Medicare’”’ 
Act. These services are primarily home nursing in nature, 
supplemented by some special services, such as physio- 
therapy. The agencies look to “‘Medicare”’’ Act for pay- 
ment for services to people over age sixty-five. They turn 
to other sources for payment for services to those under 
sixty-five, or for services not included in ‘‘Medicare”’. 
The services from these agencies are not duplicative of, 
and do not replace, the services from our own Division 
of Public Health Nursing. In general, these agency ser- 
vices now differ in kind from those we provide. 

Some of these regional agencies have approached 
municipalities for financial assistance in various forms. 

Many towns have been giving financial support to 
our public health nursing services. Payment to us, and 
requests for aid from regional agencies, may have cre- 
ated confusion. The purpose of this letter is to attempt to 
clarify this matter. If a town chooses to terminate its 
payment to us, and to make, or not to make, aid available 
to a regional agency, we will still continue to extend in 
that town the basic public health nursing services that 
our staff and commitments will permit.

Searsmont in the year 1970 


The prevention of disease has advanced rapidly 
during the past few years. Doctors and nurses, public 
health departments, teachers, parents and even children 
take part in the general program. 

This year your public health nurse has made direct 
service visits to patients of all ages in their homes and 
schools. 

Child health conferences were held in conjunction 
with the towns of Belmont and Morrill in Searsmont. At 
these conferences physical examinations were given in 
an effort to detect any abnormalities which might be 
present. Mothers had an opportunity to confer with Mel- 
don Collins, D. O., and the public health nurse regarding 
the health needs of her infant and pre-school age child- 
ren. These children received the necessary immunizations 
to protect them from poliomyelitis, smallpox, diphtheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough and measles. 

School children received immunizations and tuber- 
culin tests as requested by parents. School personnel who 
requested it were also given the tuberculin test. This 
year, for the first time, the German measles immuniza- 
tion was offered. 

The nurse wishes to express her appreciation to the 
local health officer, town officials and school personne! 
for their cooperation.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation 
of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to verify 
the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as pertained to financial 
matters were reviewed. Trust fund transactions were 
checked. Surety bond coverage was determined. 


COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpend- 
ed departmental balance of $1,029.55 was lapsed to un- 
appropriated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts:

Overdrafts Vag dA RO 
Net Unexpended Balance $1,029.55 


The overlay less an overdraft in the snow removal account 
was the major factor contributing to the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. The records did not indi- 
cate that authority had been given allowing operating 
account overdrafts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASL osecereer aa The general cash balance was $4,881.57 
at the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling 
the cash balance was confirmed by the depository. A 
change fund of $50.00 was on hand in custody of the tax 
collector. 


Accounts receivable of $2,356.22 was the amount due 
from the State for town road improvements and was 
received by the town in February, 1970. 


Taxes receivable of $7,302.30 represented current year 
accounts of $7,060.75 and prior years accounts totaling 
$241.55 for the years 1967 and 1968. Tax liens and tax 
acquired property amounted to $702.12 and $33.40 re- 
spectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUB............ At the 
close of the fiscal year a state aid road construction note 
of $3,494.66 was outstanding. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling 
$7,081.76 are carried forward to the ensuing year. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,193.85, 
an increase of $1,858.20 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $1,029.55 and state refunds.

$17,566.26 and unexpended income was $5,662.49. The 
trust funds were represented by bank deposits totaling 
$11,728.75 and securities of $11,500.00. The deposits 
were confirmed by the bank and the securities were 
physically checked.

The Mid-Coast Mental Health Clinic continues to 
find more evidence of nervous problems, family break- 
down, alcoholism, drug problems, and other emotional 
disturbances that require professional treatment. Where- 
as our staff last year included 1 part-time psychiatrist, 
1 part-time psychologist and 3 social workers; we are 
happy to report that, due to increased help from the 
towns and contributions from the State, we have in- 
creased our staff by 1 part-time psychiatrist, 1 psycholo- 
gist, and 1 social worker. Consequently we have been 
able to increase the number of people seen as follows: 


1970 1971 
Patients 2011 2216 
Visits 1568 1956 


Our Clinic serves the large mid-coast area within 
Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. We have offices in 
Rockland and Belfast and hope to open new offices 
within the year to bring our services still closer to the 
people who need them. Already, through special grants 
from Belfast and Searsport, regular consultation pro- 
grams have been established in those schools. All other 
towns are accorded these services to the degree possible, 
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but we hope to provide a more formalized program to 
as many other towns as possible. 

There are other services too: educational programs, 
conferences, and seminars to groups within the com- 
munity regarding mental health. We have recently 
completed a five-week seminar for all clergymen in the 
area. 

The Clinic is supported by local funds, State funds, 
and fees from patients. Since fees are based upon the 
individual’s ability to pay and no one is denied service, 
this latter source constitutes less than 5% of our income 

You should be keenly aware of the importance of 
local funds and the necessity of increasing them if we 
are to continue to meet the increasing mental health 
needs of the region. We know that the State and Federal 
Governments will financially support us only if the loca] 
communities approve of our program and contribute 
financially to it. Every dollar contributed from the town’s 
budgets can be matched by three additional dollars 
from governmental sources. 

Someone from our Board of Directors will call you 
to arrange a meeting with your Budget Committee or 
Board of Selectmen to explain more fully the services 
of the Clinic. 

We are requesting a small increase from your town 
this year as follows:

In accordance with Title 30, Section 5253, Maine Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated of 1964, as amended, an audit 
has been conducted of the financial records of the Town 
of Searsmont for the fiscal year ended February 2, 1971. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as were considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at February 2, 1971, and the results of its op- 
erations for the period indicated.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to 
verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as they pertained to finan- 
cial matters, were reviewed. Trust and special fund 
transactions were checked. Insurance and surety bond 
coverages were determined. 


COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $3,407.14 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 
Unexpended Balances $5,700.71 
Overdrafts 22,2000 0 


Net Unexpended Balance $3,407.14 
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The overlay and unexpended balances in the loan int- 
erest and snow removal account less overdrafts in the 
roads and bridges and tax disct. accts. were the major 
factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed. The records did not indicate that 
authority had been given allowing operating account 
overdrafts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ADOHTS..<:.:.. The general cash balance was $4,043.48 at 
the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the 
cash balance was confirmed by the depository. A change 
fund of $50.00 was on hand in custody of the tax col- 
lector. 


Accounts receivable of $2,997.88 was the amount due 
from the federal government for disaster relief. 


Taxes receivable of $5,261.57 represented current year 
accounts of $5,086.77 and prior years’ accounts totaling 
$174.80 for the years 1968 and 1969. Tax liens and tax 
aquired property amounted to $1,324.65 and $33.40 
respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUG.......... Unex- 
pended departmental account balances totaling $687.08 
are carried forward to the ensuing year per town vote. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $13,023.40, an 
increase of $4,829.55 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $3,407.14 and state refunds. 
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TRUSESEUNDS 22 Trust fund principals totaled $18,- 
066.26 and unexpended income was $5,799.02. The trust 
funds were represented by bank deposits totaling 
$12,365.28 and securities of $11,500.00. The deposits 
were confirmed by the bank and the securities were 
physically checked at the Depositors Trust Company, 
Belfast, Maine. 


SPECIAL“ FUNDS. teeeaee The Marriner School Fund of 
$592.47 and the School Building Fund of $2,188.58 were 
confirmed as being on deposit in the Depositors Trust 
Company, Belfast, Maine. 

GENERAL... The use of all excise tax revenue for 


snow removal purposes was voter authorized at the 
annual town meeting.
